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‘If You’re Not Part Of The Solution. . .’

At approximately 11:15 a.m. on Friday, 


November 12, as a sarcastic Jessie Mitford 
stepped down from the podium in the 
college-cool-blue Little Theatre, SSC’s 
symposium on prison reform ended. 


With a sigh of calm accomplishment 
and renewed awareness, the students filed 
out of the theatre into rosy daylight, 
turning to their next burning issue. 

What was it? 


Meat shows and homecoming 
queens? 

But what about prison 
reform? 

Had you said, “Attica?” 
Attica, who? 

Wait, I can’t hear you 
anymore... 


The room was perhaps 20 feet wide, 
triple that in length. Posters, plaques and 
news clippings tacked up on any available 
space brought it all together and made it 
seem smallier—like a closet for a closet. 
But things were happening. It wasn’t a 
closet but Times Square at the 12 rush or 
the Caldecott Tunnel after 5-1 could hear 
it. 

The secretary took my name and told 
me to sign in, while with extra hands she 
opend the mail and answered the phone 
and questions of the man before her and 
the one at her shoulder 

A question came from across the room. 
“You’re my | o’clock....?” A brown 


head bobbed up and acknowledged me 
with a smile. 
“Yes.” 





“All right, Honey. I'll be right with 
you.” Amid theclamor of typewriters and 
phones and the shouts of co-workers, 
James Testa, National Director of Youth 
Development for the Seventh Step 
Foundation, maintained a unique cool. 
He quickly signed some papers and 
warmly shook the hand of the man 
standing nearby. 

“Come this way,” he invited, and with a 
shift of chairs, he turned this third of the 
closet into a cozy private office. 

“I heard you speak last week at SSC and 
I'd like to know more about your 
organization..." My eyes scanned the 
walls reading the decor. Signs hung 
everywhere, seeming to comete with each 
other: “Criminals must register;” “Keep 
in step with Seventh Step;”’ 
“VACAVILLE” (in large brassy letters); 
and “If you're not part of the sclution, 
you're part of... ... 

““Seventh Step, as you know, is 
essentially a self-help organization for 
ex-convicts—and convicts still doing time. 
The unique thing is that it’s designed to 
work specifically with the state, and with 
those people the state has termed ‘hard 
core’,”” Jim Testa spoke quickly, with the 
knowledge that comes with having been 
part of the problem beofre being part of 
its solution. 

The Sacramento chapter of Seventh 
Step began four and a half years ago 
through the help of Testa and several 
other ex-convicts. Starting with nothing, 
the foundation is presently funded by the 


community and the Sacramento Area, 


Economic Opportunities Council (which 
has established an annual budget of about 
$50,000). 

“I've been out now a liitle over five 
years--never stayed out over seven and a 
half months since I was eleven. And I 


know the reason I’m our 1s Seventh 
Step,” the 28 year old director stated. 
The foundation devotes itself totally to 
the needs of an ex-felon. Beginning with a 
pre-release phase where 7th-steppers meet 
with the convicts in classes before their 
parole, the foundation helps prepare a 
man for re-entering his society. ““When an 
ex-con comes back into the community 
knowing that most employers don’t want 
to hire him; that most people don’t want 
him living next door to them; and if he’s 
got any family, they don’t want his kids 
playing with their kids; well, he doesn’t 
feel like he’s part of the community. .. 
You feel like everyone knows what you 
are,” Testa said slowly. 

Therefore, when a convict finally gets 
his parole, Seventh Step is waiting for 
him at the front gate, complete with 
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names of people and phone numbers he 
can call, and with any available 
service--employment, housing, food, 
clothing, education, transportation, 
counseling, medica!-dental assistance or 
legal and financial aid. Whatever he needs, 
Seventh Step will supply it and more. 
“First and foremost, we want him to 
know that there’s someone out here who 
gives a damn.” 

And, with his eight years in prison, Jim 
Testa does give a damn. His feelings on 
prison reform are strong ones, definite 
ones. To Testa, community correctional 
centers are one of the answers to the 
present crime and prisoner adjustment 
problems. “It’s idiotic to take a man out 
of the community and lock him up in a 
huge social structure that’s entirely 
different from what we've got outside.

Impending Strike- 
No Water - No Power

What would happen if the px vho run 
the California Water Project, the pronde: oi 
much of California’s water and power?' What 
would happen if those folks went on strike? 
Well that is exactly what they are threatening 
to do unless Governor Ronald Reagan grants 
a pay increase. Hydroelectric, Civil Mainten- 
ance, and Water aru) Power Dispatcher Classif- 
ications within th California State Department 


of Water Resources will call for a strike vote 
on December 15 unless Reagan signs a bill 
authorizing a pay raise for these employees 
The California Water Project extends from 
Oroville Dam all the way into Southern Calif- 
omnia, sending water and power along the way. 
it is one of the major providers to private ind- 
ustry via privately owned power companies and 
water companies, such as Southern California 
Edison, Metropolitan Water Company (Los 
Angeles), and Pacific, Gas & Hlectric Co. 


Dick Barlow, a senior water and power 
dispatcher for the state, and a member of the 
strike strategy committee, told KERS news 
exclusively Tuesday night that it could effect- 
ively shut down much of California due to 
water and power shortages. Management has 
adnutted that the could only handle the situa 
tion for two weeks, Barlow stated. And that 
there is currently a shortage of trained person- 
nel to run the hydroelectne plants 

But public employees do not have the night 


to strike, nor do they have collective bargaining 


but they are ready to go ahead with their 
strike plans if Reagan vetoes another bill for 
wage increases. But Dispatcher Barlow said 
that wages for these employves do not come 
from tax dollars. Their wages come from rev- 
enue revived from the sale of water and pow- 
er to the private sector. “Our salaries are not 
paid by the (« cwvers as such, the large wat- 


er contractor that the bulk water is delivered to 
pay all the operation and maintenance costs 
of the California Aqueduct, and these costs are 
billed directly to them and the money is put 
in the general fund and we are paid. So actual- 
ly thet are getting the benefit of cheap state 
help. ” 

But what has brought on this threatened 


«strike? According to Barlow, the only wage 


increase they have received are so-called ‘cost 
of living increases,’ that don't even come near 
actual increases in the cost of living. But why 
does the Governor continue to veto bills for 
wage increases to these state employees’? Barlow 
explains “the power being in the hands of the 
large landowners and major private power com- 
panies, | guess you could put any implications 
you want on that. Of course, Ralph Nader has 
an interesting report on that.”

The current economic difficulties in the State 
College System in California is causing a complete 
shake-up in the thinking of many administrators. 
Chancellor Glenn Dumke has clearly established 
his role of leadership in the not so forward looking 
changes to come. In my role as Coordinator of 
Academic Affairs, I have attempted in past weeks 
to give you some idea of what the plans may 
mean. In keeping with that goal, I attended the 
meeting of the Board of Trustees of the California 
State College “ystem on Nov. 22 and 23 in Los 
Angeles. Not only did I feel the trip would be of 
value to me, I felt that there would be additional 
value in bringing some of my impressions to you. 

The Board of Trustees meetings are held in the 
California Federal Building on Wilshire Boulevard 
where the Chancellor’s offices are located. in the 
third floor Auditorium the tables are formed end 
to end into a square, providing a large empty space 
in the center. At one end the Chancellor and the 
chairman for whatever committee is Meeting at the 
time are seated. At this meeting presidents of the 
various state colleges sat on the side opposite the 
Chancellor. The Trustees filled in on the sides clear 
around to where the Chancellor was seated. Out 
away from these tables, two single tables were 
provided for the student’s representatives, the 
California State College Student Body Presidents 
Association (CSCSPA) and the Academic Senate 
of the California State Colleges (ASCSC). Around 
the edges of the auditorium there were chairs for 
the many spectators. Altogether the room 
provided a comfortable atmosphere for a business 
meeting. 

The fifteen Trustees formed themselves into 
seven committees on Monday, the first day of the 
meeting. The three most important committees for 
students and faculty at this meeting seemed to be 
Faculty and Staff Affairs, Educational Policy and 
Finance. At these committee meetings the 
members hear statements on various issues before 
them and then vote on each issue. This 
recommendation is then passed onto the meeting 
of the whole. On Monday the seven committees 
considered a total of about twenty-five agenda 
items. 

On Tuesday the Board met as a full body. The 
group of State College Presidents were very 
concerned with an issue which had been decided at 
a previous Board of Trustees meeting. That item 
has required that the presidents find a way to 
verify that all employees at their respective 
colleges were fullfilling their assigned duties. The 
presidents who spoke to this issue felt that there 
should be no such formal requirement because (1) 
it is already the responsibility of the presidents by 
the nature of their position; (2) such verification 
cannot actually be carried out because it would be 
an impossible job administratively and (3) such a 
requirement implies distrust of state college 
employees and lowers morale. The reaction of the 
Chancellor to the combined pressure of the 
presidents reminded me of a scene from Alice in 
Wonderland when Alice faced the playing-card 
soldiers. With a wide sweep of his hand, the 
Chancellor sent them flying every which way. 
From the students’ point of view, it was 
interesting to see how dimmed is the power of our 
college presidents in the face of the Chancellor. 


The Hornet requested yesterday that persons possessing information 
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The issue of expanding state college health 
services to include drug abuse education, cancer 
detection, VD education and birth control 
counseling (using student body funds) was heavily 
favored by the CSCSPA and _ students in 
attendance. The State-wide Academic Senate and 
the College Presidents also strongly backed this 
change. Trustee Swim led what little opposition 
there was, stating that he was concerned with the 
ultimate outcome of the change. He appeared to 
be in favor of three elements of the program, but 
evidently was very set against the birth control 
counseling. He said that he wanted to “point out 
the realization of the comparison between these 
times and the last days of Pompeii and the decline 
and fall of the Roman Empire,” eliciting outbursts 
of laughter from the students present. On Tuesday 
the measure passed by a vote of twelve yes and 
three no. 

In the long run, perhaps the most important 
discussion at this meeting was begun by the head 
of the Educational Policy Committee, Chairman 
Weissich. His question to the group was, “If the 
State has x number of dollars to spend and we have 
two students and we can only spend it on one of 
those two students, which one should be given 
Priority—the student who is going to leave school 
with a useful education, useful in the practical or 
applied sense, or the liberal arts student, for 
example. We’re going to have to decide to favor 
one group as against another.” 

Trustee Swim also addressed the issue, again 
from his extremely conservative prospective 
saying, “We must realize that here in our 
California State College System, we are operating 
what in fact is the monster of socialized 
education....1 submit we are walking into an 
academic void (getting a liberal arts education). It 
reminds me of a woman's approach to a bubble 
bath. It’s a wonderful, easy, salubrious experience, 
but it doesn’t do any good.” 

Chancellor Dumke, when asked if the new 
Master Plan would have some bearing on this 
problem of priorities, said, “It’s quite possible 
that, on redefinition, the Master Plan might well 
emphasize one or the other. And I would presume 
that if there were changes, it would probably go in 
the direction of heavy emphasis on occupational 
and vocational training.’ This soes weil with his 
statement several weeks ago that the colleges 
within the system should “restrict the number of 
humanities and social sciences students,” “limit 
graduate programs,” and “reduce the number of 
students who want to enter without choosing a 
major.” He said that state college graduates are 
“the kind of people who rus the state’s economy 
(Sacramento Bee, Nov. 17, 1971). 


] 


Chairman Weissich thought that the colleges 
might have to project it’s manpower needs and 
then educate students according to those 
priorities. The spokesman for -the Academic 
Senate, speaking on the question of whether the 
Priority should be vocational or in the liberal arts 
said, “I don’t think they should be exclusionary. 
As a matter of fact, I’m willing to defend the 
Proposition that you can’t have a quality higher 
education without both. There are problems, 
certainly, in attempting the kinds of projections 
which you, Mr. Chairman, have suggested. I’m sure 
ycu are aware of it. Projections which look five, 
ten, or fifteen years into the future concerning the 
needs of society have, on occasion, been rather 
wildly astray and ! think our present economy and 
unemployment situation clearly indicates that 
those projections are not always very accurate.” 

The discussions concerning the priorities, 
vocational or liberal arts, left no doubt that the 
colleges will have a tendency to go in a vocational! 
direction to go. What do you think? Of course, if 
you don’t want to bother your head about it, I’m 
sure Trustee Swim will be glad to make such 
decisions for you. 

In general, I view the trip to the Trustees 
meeting in L.A. as being a very worthwhile 
experience. Much of its worth is measured in my 
impressions of the Trustees themselves. For 
instance, I had viewed Chancellor Dumke as 
working with the Governor to squeeze the state 
colleges out of existence. Now I feel that is not 
true. The Chancellor is building his career like 
everyone else. Being Chancellor of a bigger, better, 
and more expensive state college system would 
add to his prestige. The meeting also helped me to 
realize how Governor Reagan will leave his ghost 
in the state colleges in years to come because of 
the conservative people he has appointed to the 
Board of Trustees. They will continue acting in his 
name long after the Governor has gone elsewhere. 
Most of the evaluations, however, have not yet 
formed in my mind but will be formed in the 
future in connection with other events. 

Where does all of this get you? Most of the very 
little I have included in this article is 
informational. Most of you are far more interested 
in your classroom assignments than you are in the 
Trustees. You should realize, however, that there 
is 4 price to pay for this lack of interest. i ask, as I 
did in a previous article, that you talk about these 
issues with other students and with the faculty. I 
also suggest that Sacramento State College might 
find it a worthwhile change to have two 
Vice-presidents instead of the current one 
vice-president. We would not be the first state 
college to do so and this would provide a 
Vice-President of Administrative and Social 
Affairs, which is roughly what we have this year, 
and a Vice-President of Academic Affairs. If you 
can’t keep up with all the things that are going on 
because you are “busy getting an education”’, then 
at least provide ‘student body officers who will do 
that job for you. And, last but not least, raake 
your views known to your representatives in the 
Student Senate. But, if you are like most SSC 
students, you'll have to find out who your senator 
is first - a sad note considering how democratic 
we're all suppose to te.

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all the material that came in 
from your readers proved that 
your readers are even more inept 
than the staff. 

While most of the material in 
last week’s Hornets was amusing 
(including some from your 
staff), I particularly liked the 
criticisms of the Hornet’s new 
editor, Scott Burns. Many letters 
accused Burns of turning the 
student newspaper into a 
left-wing propaganda sheet. The 
evidence offered included: the 
discreetly unclothed picture of 
the editor on the front page, his 
editorials attacking President 
Hackard for attending the Paris 
Peace Talks and the Campus 
Queen contest for being 
old-fashioned, and for failing ro 
report the activities of the 
soccer, water-polo, wrestling and 
gymnastic teams 

While I admit that many left 
wingers are not interested in 
such athletic events, I think this 
is one of the few areas where the 
left stands firmly in the 
ideological center with most of 
the people. (I’m sure that even 
such a staunch conservative as 
Archie Bunker, would regard 
those sports as rather foreign 
and maybe even effeminate.) 

The Burns editorials follow a 
rhetoricaliy honored but usually 
ignored tradition in American 
journalism. They reflect the 
cranky personal beliefs of the 
editor rather than the desires of 
advertisers or publishers. The 
independent crusading old coot 
of an editor is one of the lasting 
myths of American culture. Why 
criticize Burns for living up to 
that Normanrockwellian 
nostalgia for Americana? His 
attacks on Hackard for wasting 
student money on _ personal 
political crusades like peace 
seem to me to be the epitome of 
fiscal responsibility and pro-war 









virility! In these editorials he has 
represented the voice of a true 
conservatism which has been 
missing from the Hornet for 


years. His editorial crusade 
against the great American 
tradition of Queen Contests 


(which goes back all the way to 
the late twenties as a 
promotional gimmick for various 
cities and products) is less clear 
perhaps because he seems 
captured by the Women’s 
Liberation groups. But I think 
that in demanding an end to 
half-naked women parading 
around in public, Scott Burns 
speaks for many who think that 
a woman’s piace is in the kitchen 
and with her children. 

While those who take this

It would have been nice to spend Thanksgiving with you and the 
rest of the family, but maybe I'll be able to see you for Christmas. 
We really had a fine Thanksgiving dinner here, with about 25 people 
altogether at our house. 

Doug and | are going to be interviewed for about 10 or 15 
minutes on TV for a program which will be aired at 10 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Dec. 15, on Channel 6 (educational TV). We’re going to 
talk about natural food, and since the program is so close to 
Christmas, we thought that we would suggest what a natural food, 
organic, holiday meal might be like. So, we wrote down the menu of 
the Thanksgiving potluck dinner that we had here; and since you 
won't be able to see the show from where you live, here is the list of 
what people brought over the other day: 

2 gallons of carrot juice (Doug juiced them, about 35 Ibs. worth, 
on his juicer). 

1% gal. apple juice 

I gal. grape juice 

Sprouted wheat garlic bread with honey (I made that) 

Fruit salad: papaya, coconut, bananas & raisins 

Cabbage rolls: red cabbage with celery, alfalfa sprouts, pumpkin 
seeds & mushrooms rolled up inside each leaf 

Baked mushrooms and goat’s milk cheese casserole with onions 

Greeen salad: lettuce, alfalfa sprouts, cabbage, celery, cauliflower, 
green soybeans, onions, tomatoes, garlic, carrots and sesame oil and 
lemon juice dressing 

Raw bulgar salad: bulgar, onions, tomatoes 

Dressing: whole wheat bread croutons, apples, celery, raw milk, 
and herbs 

Homemade cottage cheese which we made from raw milk 

Homemade sourCreaMfrom raw cream 

Guacamole 1: avocado, sesame seeds, lemon juice, garlic, anu 
honey 

Guacamole 2: avocado, sesame seeds, sunflower seeds, lemon 
juice, garlic, honey, olive oil, and tahini 

Lentil and vegetable soup 

Vegetable pie made with whole wheat flour and fresh vegetables 

Pumpkin pie made with whole wheat four, and made without 
sugar or eggs 

Fresh pineapple 

Olives 

Dried cherries 

Dried figs which we dried in our backyard this summer 

Mixed nuts (still in the shell and unsalted, of course) 

Sunflower seeds (which we picked and dried ourselves, without 
salt) 

Pumpkin seeds (again, which we dried ourselves from organic 
pumpkins which someone gave us) 

Goat cheese made from raw goat’s milk 

Banana bread 

Radishes 

Cucumbers 

Mescal 

None of this food, of course, came from a supermarket or was at 
any time touched by chemical fertilizers or pesticides. I want you to 
understand that I normally wouldn’t eat this many combinations of 
foods at one time-as this is hard on the digestion—but I considered 
Thanksgiving to be a festive exception. 

I have found through research and experimentation that I feel 
best when I eat only one large meal a day, with no snacks in*between 
times. I eat only raw food now, and try to keep my combinations of 
ingredients in my meals tc a maximum of five things. I also have 
some fresh juice before I ride my bike to school in the mornings 
(about two and a half miles), and agair: when | come home in the 
evening. This may seetn like the barest of sustenance to you; but I 
find it adequate to meet all my energy needs, and find that i am 
actually getting stronger than I have ever been in my entire life. 

I hope that you are well and that everything is fine.

And then put him back in the community 
with $40 in his pocket and demand him 
to live the way we want him to live--to 
adjust to what he’s never been able to 
adjust.”

man. Crazy. tut then I talked to one dude, ol’ buddy of mine, who 
got a 1-Y deferment with an obscene tattoo. And he did itin LA. No 
shit.

F orty students, mostly 
Chicano, filed into the Sac State 
Student Activities Office, Friday 
afternoon, Nov. 15, wanting to 
know why they were “forbidden 
by the Hornet Foundation to 
sell Mexican sweet bread inside 
the cafeteria foyer.” They had 
come to the right place for help. 
To Peg McKoane, Dean of 
Activities and Housing, their 
problem was yet another case of 
students “getting pushed 
around” and she was “right in 
there”’ to find a way to help. 

Few students are aware of the 
variety of ways in which the 
Activities office has set itself up 
to serve the needs of SSC 
students. It’s role is often 
misunderstood because of its 
vague title making it prone to 
the assumption that it is a 
bureaucratic organ spending its 
time simply chartering clubs.

Tyler Breece is involved in an 
off campus housing study which 
is concerned with discrimination 
by landlords in renting to 
students. Some SSC _ students 
find that they are being 
discriminated against in housing 
because of their color, length ot 
hair, or simply because they are 


students. The activities office is 
interested in any such cases of 
discriminatory renting policies. 

The development of a campus 
child care center obviously 
entails a great deal of 
preliminary work. Plans must be 
drawn for the building design, a 
license and government grants to 
fund the center must be 
obtained, and persons to staff 
the operation are needed. Tyler 
Breece spends a good portion of 
his time working on_ these 
projects. Dean McKoane directs 
part of her-attention to advising 
the committee on the child care 
center and also helps with the 
fund raising 
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Aside from working with the 
students on their organizational 
problems, Maggi Creel also 


works to put out such

Who Goes To SSC? 


Everyone has his stereotype of 

the typical Sacramento State 
College student. He is different 
things to different people. To 
the political activists, he is 
apathetic. To the community, he 
is peaceful and orderly. To the 
campus socialites, he lacks 
school spirit and a sense of “ 
sociableness”’ 


Possible descriptions are as 
numerous as the 16,924 students 
who attend SSC, for although 


there may exist many 
similarities, each individual 
student is just that-an 
individual. However, there are 
some clues provided by statistics 
based on student  reponses, 


which may help explain the 
political and social aspects of the 
campus- or the lack of it. 


Age-wise, the ratio of men to 
women vary according to 
age-groups: 

1. 16-18 Women outnumber 
men approximately two to one. 

2. 19-21 The margin narrows, 
but women still outnumber men 
by 285. 

3. 22-24 Men take the lead over 
women by 408. 

4.25-26 The margin of men 
increases to lead women by 880. 





5. 27-30 Lead of men reaches 
peak to outnumber women by 
1,243. 

6. 31-35 The gap between men 
and women narrows to 
more men than women.

7. 35-on Men take the lead 
once more, but by a margin of 
only 78. 

The lowest representation for 
both men and women is found 
in the 16-18 year period, with 
the highest in the 22-24 year 
period. 

In terms of marital status, the 
data must be examined in view 
of part-time and full-time 
students. Fifty-five percent of 
the part-time women and 59% of 





Commentary: 


Latino 
Programming

Producer of Kron’s ‘‘Alma de Bronce.” 


We find ourselves in times of great need and turmoil. Many a wise 
person gives the United States twenty-five short years before it goes 
down the drain, as many powers before it have done. To prevent our 
destruction, television stations must give time--PRIME time-- to the 
discussion of the ills, fears and shames that torture our people del 
pueblo. 

We live in a society that boils in emotions, yet these emotions are 
never mirrored in what has come to be the most powerful influence 
in the history of mankind-the broadcast media. We never see 
discussions of what it is to understand one another. We have been 
showered, to put it more mildly, with images of manhood, 
womanhood, materialhood, policehood, lovehood, sexhood, 
carhood, moneyhood, politichood, househood, castratehood; each 
and every of these hoods are of different interpretation than are felt 
by our peoples del pueblo. 

Millions upon millions of persons sit at home to be taught new 
values, behind which lies a system that is working hand in hand with 
the credit companies. . . .all to allow one to take what one wants of 
what one sees on the tube, to allow one to work for the rest of one’s 
life for what one takes. 

It comes, then, to be that we are slaves of a system that for the first 
time in the history of man can hold slaves with no physical force. 
The chain and whip is installed in one’s own home and is appreciated 
by all... .all those unsuspecting viewers who have lost personal 
contact with one another, who have been indoctrinated into a 
change of values, who have been a victim to the opaquing of their 
natural talents, who have lost a relationship to reality, who, in turn 
are embroiled in the storm of problems that we find before us. 

It is time that we bring the people back to television and do away 
with images of false value. The change would not be a drastic or 
impossible one. The stations are businesses. They sell time to 
commercial companies; with this time the companies sell products to 
the public; the public buys the products and keeps everybody in 
business. Therefore, the companies we see on the air are the bosses 
of the stations and, in turn, we are the bosses of the companies. 

And since we are indirectly the bosses of the stations, how do we 
get programs that will discuss what is happening to us without 
having to beg the station for public time? How do we get programs 
for the Spanish speaking on Sunday afternoon instead of Sunday 
morning? THIS IS HOW: We go to the companies that advertise 
locally. We explain that we are the 10 percent that speak Spanish 

and therefore want JO percent of their advertising on relevant 
programming.,. . relevant to the Spanish speaking community since 
10 percent of what they sell goes to Spanish speaking homes 


Then we ask, “What do we get out of this?” The answer is in the 
programming. In professional programs that feel the way we feel 

I've felt for a long time that we -- and | say “we” as an 
internationa] Latino -- do indeed feel differently than the rest of the 
Americans about each other and about ourselves 





the part-time men students are 
married, while only 20% of the 
women and 30% of the men 
attending full-time are married. 

Graduates have the greatest 
number of married students, 
followed by juniors and then 
seniors. 

The housing situation must also 
be considered in terms of 
part-time and full-time students. 
The greatest number oof 
part-time students live with their 
spouses (54%), while about 26% 
live in other off-campus housing 
and 11% live at home. In 
comparison, full-time student 
housing is broken down evenly 
into three areas. About a third 
live in off-campus housing, a 
third live with their spouses and 
a third live with their parents. 

Approximately two-thirds of 
all students live permanently 
within fifteen miles of the 
campus. Of the remaining third 
who live more than fifteen miles 
from campus, they remain at 
their permanent residence 
throughout the school year and 
commute to school. 


While a definition of the 
typical SSC student is 
impossible, a generalized 


description may be summarized 
as follows: 

1. The greatest number of 
students at SSC are found in the 
22-24 year period. 

2. The majority of part-time 
students are married, while the 
majority of full-time students 
are single. 

3. Most part-time students live 
with their -‘pouses, while 
full-time  stvdents live in 
off-campus ‘ousing, with their 
spouse, or with their parents. 

4. SSC is composed primarily 
of Sacramentans and those from 
the area within driving distance. 

5. SSC is definitely a commuter 
college.

But in light of Reagan’s attempt 
to balance the budget and vetoing all 
raises to state employees, the dispat- 
chers are using the grounds that Rea- 
gan is violatingthe law by vetoing a 
pay raise and thereby ignoring Sect. 
18808 of the Government Code which 
says that this particular group of em- 
ployees will be paid a comparable sal- 
ary with private industry for the same 
type of job. Thus Reagan by ignoring 
this section has violated the law. 

In addition to this there is pres- 
ently a bill in the State Senate Ways 
and Means Committee, SB 101, that 
would grant a pay raise to all state 
employees. But Reagan is expected 
to veto this bill if it goes to his desk 
for signature. If the bill is vetoed a 
strike vote wiilbe taken among Water 
Project employees with present polls 
showing 95% approval for strike.
